FY2020 Education Budget 
 

Carolyn Thompson, Chief of Government Affairs/Deputy Chief of Staff updated   
State Board of Education FY20 Education Budget appropriations, House Bill 2765,   
Financial Support of Public Schools, Flexible Benefit Allowance, Support of Public School 
Activities and Administrative/Support Functions of the Oklahoma State Department of 
Education (OSDE) and Senate Bill 1048 budgetary limits for common education programs. 

 
Ms. Thompson reviewed the $3 billion common education appropriation which 

included the $1220 salary increase for certified school personnel, $74 million for school 
operation expenditures, flexible benefit allowance health coverage for teachers and support 
staff, as well as, state employee salary increases for OSDE administrative and support 
function and textbooks and instruction materials funding.  Board members were provided 
FY20 appropriations/budget and program descriptions, HB 2764 and Senate Bill 1048 Bill 
Summaries.
